PAYNE, was observed at the front door. Kr. MARTIN was told 
bry Secret Service Agents that Mrs PAYNE had been informed 
that she would not bo permitted to see Ms. OSWALD* Mrs. 
OSWALD went to tne pack of the house and remained out of 
sight while Mrs PAiKE was there, fir. MARTI” ooene-d the front 
door and Mrs. PAHS entered without being invited into the 
house. She brought some packages which she stated were for 
the MARTIN children and a package which had cone to her 
address through the nail for Ms. OSWALD. Ms OSWALD'S 
package was given to Secret Service /gents after she left 
for examination bat the packages for the MARTIN children 
were not checked. Ms PAYNE stated that sho wanted to get

bring her a substancial amount of money and they implied 
that MARTIN was supporting her and _going to manage, her 
affairs for a percentage.
